A SHOEBURY man who suffered a 
heart attack has had an emotional 
reunion with the ambulance crew 
that saved his life. 

Colin Coates, 59, from Turner 
Close said he was ‘thankful to be 
alive’ following a heart attack. 

The trio visited his home on earlier 
this month to see how well he was 
recovering after collapsing in 
November. 

It was particularly poignant for 
Colin as he was able to personally 
thank them for their care and atten¬ 
tion in the minutes following the life¬ 
changing incident. 

Colin was at home on the after¬ 
noon of November 10 when he fell 
ill. He had been feeling chest pains 
for about a week, but had not put it 
down to anything serious: 

“On the night before, I went to a 
Southend United game - people have 
since said to me that that is enough to 
bring on a heart attack,” said Colin. 

“I had really bad chest pains and 
felt really ill but thought ‘I’ll sit 


down and it will be alright’. 

The following day when I was 
using the computer, I was suddenly 
sick and doubled over on the floor in 
agony.” 

Colin managed to call wife Carol, 
61, who insisted he dial 999. 

Within about four minutes, 
Southend paramedic Sadie Bentley 
was at Colin’s door and immediately 
knew what was happening. 

She said: “Colin was very grey, 


sweating profusely and due to the 
chest pain I recognised that this was 
a myocardial infarction, or heart 
attack.” 

Soon afterwards, paramedics 
Donna McIntyre and Mai Guerrini 
joined Sadie in treating Colin. 

An electrocardiogram (ECG) con¬ 
firmed Colin’s condition and he was 
given medication to help stabilise his 
symptoms. 

Half an hour after first dialling 


999, Colin was on his way to the 
Basildon Hospital heart unit where 
specialist treatment to remove clots 
takes place. 

He was off the operating table and 
in recovery in no time 

Colin spent two days at the hospi¬ 
tal, and a further three at Southend 
Hospital before being discharged. 

A month later, on the first day he 
was allowed to drive again, retired 
manager Colin visited Southend sta¬ 
tion and Donna happened to be 
working. 

He had brought in a gift of biscuits 
for herself, Mai and Sadie, and 
recelled the incident. 

For Colin and Carol, the incident 
has significantly impacted on their 
lives. 

She said: “It’s meant major 
changes for both of us; I decided to 
retire a little earlier than I planned so 
that I’m around more. 

On visiting Colin this week, Mai 
said: “It’s a reward for us to see Colin 
up, about and well. We don’t often 
get to see how patients are recover¬ 
ing and so it’s very special.”

Nominated neighbours 
to stop bogus callers

A CRIME reduction scheme is 
urging residents to help pre¬ 
vent scams being practiced on 
elderly and vulnerable people. 

Southend Crime & Disorder 
Reduction Partnership 

(CDRP) is encouraging resi¬ 
dents to sign up to its 
Nominated Neighbour 

Scheme, which is designed to 
help prevent vulnerable resi¬ 
dents from becoming victim 
to bogus caller crimes. 

Under the Nominated 
Neighbour Scheme, older and 
vulnerable residents are 
encouraged to seek the help of 


a neighbour or relative in 
checking that unexpected 
callers to their door are gen¬ 
uine. 

Elaine Mumford, from 
Chaingate Avenue in 
Southchurch, was voted as 
Neighbourhood Watch co¬ 
ordinator of the year last year 
and is looking out for at least 
two elderly residents in her 
road. 

She said: “This is a very 
good way of making sure that 
our vulnerable neighbours do 
not fall prey to scammers.” 

The scheme involves people 
using a unique card if an unex¬ 
pected caller comes to the 


door of an elderly or vulnera¬ 
ble person. 

The card will refer the caller 
to a ‘Nominated Neighbour’ 
who will then come back with 
the visitor and supervise the 
visit. 

The occupant will be 
encouraged not to enter into a 
conversation with the caller or 
open the door, but to just hand 
over or show the card.

MoD criticised over scientist’s death 


A MINISTRY of Defence department has been 
criticised following the death of a scientist at a 
testing station on Foulness Island. 

The Health and Safety Executive condemned 
the lack of protective equipment and poor risk 
assessments for the secret explosive experi¬ 
ments at MoD Shoeburyness leading to the 
death of Terry Jupp. 

The 46-year-old - along with colleagues - 
was carrying out tests on explosives during a 
joint British-American counter terrorism pro¬ 
ject for the Defence Science and Technology 
Laboratory (DSTL) on August 14, 2002. 

However, a dangerous mixture ignited and the 
father-of-two died six days later after suffering 
85 per cent burns. 

The HSE imposed a Crown Censure on the 
agency last Monday - the most serious enforce¬ 
ment action which can be taken against DSTL 
because it cannot be criminally prosecuted. 

Susan MacKenzie, Crown censure chairman 
at the Health and Safety Executive, said: “Terry 
Jupp died needlessly. Even at the time of the 
incident, DSTL had well documented safety 
procedures, which, had they been followed 
fully, would have prevented or considerably 
reduced the severity of the incident. 

“The evidence brought to light by HSE’s 
investigations would be sufficient to provide a 
realistic prospect of conviction of the MOD in 
civilian courts. 

“This Crown Censure is the maximum 
enforcement action that HSE can take and 
should serve to illustrate how seriously we take 
the failings that led to the death of Mr Jupp.” 

DSTL is part of the MOD and as such cannot 
face prosecution from the Health and Safety 
Executive in the same way as non-Government 

New rehab 
centre opens 

A NEW rehabilitation suite for patients who 
have lost limbs has opened at Southend 
Hospital. 

Charity veteran Joyce Long MBE unveiled 
the facility in the wound management unit in 
Balmoral Ward on Tuesday. 

The 81-year-old, from Thundersley, bought 
the new suite £4,000 of adapted equipment to 
help patients on the road to recovery. 

Equipment includes a special couch, fold- 
away parallel bars and run of steps to help 
with getting the patient used to tackling stairs. 

Joyce, who has raised about £1.5million 
since beginning her charity marathon 25 years 
ago, said: “I am very pleased to be able to 
help these patients, who face a lot of chal¬ 
lenges.”

bodies. 

By accepting the censure, the agency has for¬ 
mally acknowledged there were health and 
safety failings, such as inadequate or poorly 
followed risk assessments when the possibility 
of explosion or ignition were clearly foresee¬ 
able. 

Mr Jupp, of Hatfield, Hertfordshire, and col¬ 
leagues were not protected by a screen or per¬ 
sonal protective equipment. 

Inadequacies were also highlighted in dynam¬ 
ic risk assessment and communication issues 
were shown to have impeded safety procedures. 

DSTL’s chief executive, Dr Frances Saunders, 
said: “During the eight-and-a-half years since 
the incident, DSTL has continued to develop 


and enhance its safety management culture and 
systems.The extensive action we have taken has 
served to minimise the risk of a further acci¬ 
dent. 

“DSTL takes the health and safety of all its 
employees and the public very seriously and 
would never knowingly put lives at risk. Terry 
Jupp was carrying r 
out work of national 
importance, helping 
to protect the UK, its 
armed forces and its 
people, and we 
acknowledge his con¬ 
tribution to this vital 
work.” 


The Crown Prosecution Service brought gross 
negligence manslaughter charges against two 
DSTL managers but both cases were dismissed 
before a trial, one in 2005 and one in 2007. 

A jury inquest in September also criticised 
the planning, risk assessment and organisation 
of the scientific trials.

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Open verdict 

AN OPEN verdict was record¬ 
ed into the death of a Westcliff 
refuse collector because of 
decomposition levels. 

Coroner Dr Peter Dean was 
unable to identify how 
Terrence Outman, of Pleasant 
Road, died at Southend 
Coroners Court on Thursday. 

The 49-year-old was discov¬ 
ered by his landlord on 
October 22 last year, with the 
last sighting confirmed three 
weeks before he was found. 

A post mortem was carried 
out but the level of decompo¬ 
sition had got to the stage 
where results, including toxi¬ 
cology, were affected. 


Cardiac failure 

A RETIRED civil servant died 
of cardiac failure in his 
Shoeburyness home, an 
inquest ruled. 

Frederick Burrows, of Elm 
Road, was found passed away 
while his wife and retired bank 
clerk, Juliet, made a cup of tea 
on Thursday, February 10, at 
7.45am. 

A post mortem showed the 
90-year-old had a thickening of 
the lung caused by asbestos 
fibres but there was no evi¬ 
dence that industrial disease 
caused Mr Burrow’s death. 

Coroner Dr Peter Dean 
recorded a verdict of natural 
causes at Southend Coroners 


Court on Thursday. 

Industrial 

A CORONER ruled that a 
retired builder from Leigh died 
from an industrial disease. 

Keith Brett, of Rayleigh 
Avenue, died from bronchop¬ 
neumonia on August 17 last 
year after working with asbestos 
during his working life. 

Dr Peter Dean told Southend 
Coroners Court on Thursday 
how the 65-year-old, who was 
married to health care worker, 
Clare, was diagnosed 18 
months before his death in 
2008. 

The coroner recorded a ver¬ 
dict of industrial disease.

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Essex crews head to New Zealand 


By Matthew Stanton 


AN ESSEX rescue team has been sent 
to New Zealand to help the victims of 
a 6.3 magnitude earthquake _ the 
county’s worst natural disaster in 
decades. 

Assistant Divisional Officer Rudy 
Jackson, Mark Sladden, Terry Jewell, 
Len Cleary, Gary Wootton and Nigel 
Golland are all in Christchurch as part 
of the UK ISAR - a 60-strong team of 
specialists drawn from 13 fire services 


to check collapsed buildings. 

More than 90 people have been 
killed by since the disaster last 
Tuesday morning - the largest since 
1931 at Hawke's Bay on the country's 
North Island, which killed at least 256 
people. 

The same team went to Indonesia 
last October to help with rescue efforts 
following the earthquakes that hap¬ 
pened there. 

Station Officer Terry Jewell, Essex 
Team Co-ordinator, said: "The team 


have trained for this and have experi¬ 
ence with incidents of this nature. We 
carry out many exercises in scenarios 
exactly like that which we will find in 
New Zealand. 

"This will be very different from the 
work we did in Indonesia, we know 
how many people we are searching for 
and we have our sectors assigned to us 
so we will hit the ground running. 

"The entire team have the training 
and equipment to deal with urban cat¬ 
astrophes like this and we are pleased 


that we can put our skills and training 
to use in helping people in 
Christchurch." 

Essex firefighters took to the 2003 
earthquake in Ban, Iran, and Essex 
Fire and Rescue Service sent Terry 
Webb to help operations in Haiti fol¬ 
lowing a 7.0 magnitude quake in 
January last year 

Teams are on call 24 hours a day 365 
days a year ready to respond to disas¬ 
ters anywhere in the world

Saving medicine wastage 


A CAMPAIGN has been launched to save 
£2million from medicine wastage across 
Castle Point and Rochford. Southend. 

NHS South East Essex will team up 
with GPs and pharmacists to stop resi¬ 
dents wasting medication while giving 
advice about other tablets they may be 
taking. 

The main concern highlight is patients 
on repeat prescriptions, which are 
ordered and collected by patients but are 
not used. 

The NHS s estimates that £90million 
worth of unused prescription medicines 
are retained in individuals’ homes 
because patients fear possible side 
effects, not believing the medicine is nec¬ 
essary and are choosing between other 
medications, 


Simon Williams, associate director of 
community pharmacy and medicines at 
NHS South East Essex, said: “Everyone 
involved in prescribing, dispensing or 
reviewing medicines needs to make sure 
that patients are involved in making deci¬ 
sions about their treatment and that more 
medicines are taken as recommended. 

“Unwanted drugs in the home may 
mean that patients are not getting the 
benefit they could be from their medi¬ 
cines. It also represents a large amount of 
waste. 

“We want patients on repeat prescrip¬ 
tions to think about what they are order¬ 
ing and only ask for what they need and 
are running out of. Once medicines have 
been dispensed, they cannot be recycle.” 

Bus advertising, and posters in pharma¬ 


cies and GP practices will aim to raise 
awareness of medicine waste. 

The potential money wasted on medi¬ 
cines across South East Essex, could pay 
for 593 hip replacements and 200 Odrug 
treatment courses for Alzheimer’s. 

Mark Bulmore, who runs the Chemist 
at Southend, in Victoria Avenue, backed 
the campaign. 

He said: “This is not about retaining 
medicine. The campaign is about giving 
advice and guidance to stop medicine 
wastage. 

“Tablets cannot be recycled because of 
health and safety risks. “Wastage is a real 
issue for the NHS.” 

Anyone with unwanted medicines can 
return them to their local pharmacy 
where they will be disposed of safely.

LIZ WADE and her two boys head to Chelmsford Museum 
and the Essex Regiment Museum 



THERE’S everything to discover at 
Chelmsford Museum, from the time 
of the Ice Age right through to the 
development of local industry. 

The museum, set in Oaklands 
Park, is a great place to go with the 
kids, particularly since the opening 
of its new extension last January. 

The new two-storey building hous¬ 
es the museum’s Bright Sparks 
interactive exhibition which tells the 
story of Chelmsford’s industry, and 
how the likes of Marconi, Hoffman 
and Marriages developed into key 
industrial pioneers. 

There’s plenty of things for chil¬ 
dren to get their hands on while 
they learn how the town became 
the birthplace of three key modern 
technologies - electrical engineer¬ 
ing, telecommunications and preci¬ 
sion bearing manufacture - and find 
out about the memories of local 
people who used to work there. 

The opening of the Chelmer and 
Blackwater Navigation in 1797 and 
the coming of the railway in 1843 
paved the way for the town’s devel¬ 
oping industry, including Colonel 
Compton’s Arc Works, Hoffmann’s 
ball bearings and Marconi’s Wireless 
Telegraphic Company. 

While industry has seen 
Chelmsford develop in recent years, 
the museum looks at everything 
from the Ice Age, and the time of 
the Romans, right through to 
Victorian times. 

There is so much to discover dur¬ 
ing a tour of the museum, and there 
are plenty of worksheets to keep 
the kids busy while you are there. 
You can find a range of them at the 
entrance to the museum, as well as 
pencils and clip boards that children 
can use during their visit. 

There are a range of different 
quizzes to choose from including 
The Bright Sparks Quiz, all about 
the new exhibition area, a Names 
Quiz looking at the names of people 


linked with Chelmsford’s past, a 
Roman Animals sheet, and a Dates 
Quiz, which asks children to find the 
dates of everything from when St 
Johns Church was built, to when 
Chelmsford Museum first opened. 

Chelmsford Museum was founded 
back in 1835 by the members of 
the Chelmsford Philosophical 
Society, and went from life in the 
parlour of Chelmsford Gaol to its 
present location in Oaklands House. 

The house itself, which was built in 
1860’s for Frederick Wells, a direc¬ 
tor of the Chelmsford Brewery, is a 
great place to wander around and 
offers an insight into what it once 
would have looked like, thanks to 
information boards in each room 
showing you what the room would 
have been like. Oaklands House, 
which was built on land that had 
once been part of the estate of the 
Mildmay family who owned a large 
part of Chelmsford, is a Victorian 
house built in a style of architecture 
called Italianate. 

At its heyday the house would 
have been home to the Wells family 
as well as eight indoor servants 
including a cook, cook-housekeep¬ 
er, head housemaid, under house¬ 
maid, parlour maid, under parlour 
maid, between maid and houseboy. 

While the house today is smaller 
that it was in the 1860’s, because 
the servants’ quarters were demol¬ 
ished around 1920, it is still a won¬ 
derful place to explore thanks to its 
vast display of items, that have 
been collected by the museum over 
the years. 

As well as its Bright Sparks exhibi¬ 
tion there’s The Story of Chelmsford 
exhibition which takes visitors on a 
journey through the Chelmer Valley, 
from the Ice Ages to the present 
day. It looks at major archaeological 
monuments and sites throughout 
the area including the Bronze Age 
earthwork at Springfield, the Roman 


fort and Town of Caesaromagus, 
the foundation of the Norman new 
town of Chelmsford, and King 
John’s Hunting Lodge at Writtle, 
and has everything from Ice Age 
mammal remains to Celtic and 
Roman gold coinage. 

You can take a look at 
Chelmsford’s community life over 
the years, and see how people 
used to use their leisure time, from 
the music they enjoyed to the 
clothes they wore. 

There’s a Natural Sciences display, 
including a large collection of fossils, 
an art collection of ceramics, pottery 
, glass and paintings, and informa¬ 
tion on British wildlife. 

As well as Chelmsford Museum, 
Oaklands House is also home to The 
Essex Regiment Museum and The 
Essex Yeomanry, which have both 
moved into the new extension. They 
show the history of the regiment and 
the yeomanry, and are also packed 
with information and artefacts, from 
silver drums to medals. 


The Essex Regiment Museum tells 
the history of the regiment from its 
origins in 1741, and follows its jour¬ 
ney through major conflicts in the 
British Empire, both World Wars and 
the Korean War. There are a number 
of different regimental trophies to 
see including the famous Salamanca 
Eagle, a Napoleonic standard cap¬ 
tured from the French in 1812, as 
well as displays of life in conflict. 

The Essex Yeomanry exhibition is 
a new display which follows the his¬ 
tory of the Yeomanry, from its 
founding in 1794 as a volunteer 
cavalry formed by prominent 
landowners. 

As well as a taking a tour of 
Chelmsford Museum and The Essex 
Regiment Museum, you can also 
take a wander around Oaklands 
Park. The park surrounding the 
house, covers an area of 12 acres 
and has everything from Victorian 
planting schemes and wildlife areas, 
to football pitches, tennis courts and 
a children’s play area.

‘Affordable’ alternative for 
first time buyers 

Barratt Development’s, Britain's largest housebuilder, has warned first-time buyers that they are going 
to find it even harder buy a new home, after announcing plans to move away from the construction of 
first time buyer housing, because young people are finding it too difficult to get mortgages. 
Barratt has introduced a new scheme offering loans to parents seeking to help their children raise 
enough money for a deposit. 

But with fewer than 100,000 new homes being built each year, the demand-supply imbalance is 
widening, pushing prices in London and the South East even higher. 

"The gap is getting bigger and bigger," said Mark Clare, chief executive of Barratt Developments. 
Clare added: "First-time buyers will have to look at second-hand [homes] rather than new, it is going to 
make it a lot harder [to buy a house]," he said. "First timers are being pushed into the private rental 
market, but that also requires new homes to be built." 

The affordable housing sector offers a viable alternative to buying a new home. A growing number of 
would-be first time buyers are being forced to turn their attentions to affordable homes in their quest to 
get a foot on the property ladder, due to high property prices, a lack of mortgage liquidity and the need 

to raise a high deposit. 

Kush Rawal, Head of Sales & Marketing at Thames Valley Housing, says that many people who now 
buy affordable homes through his housing association are high ranking professionals “such as doctors 

and lawyers”. 

"Deposits are now at a 40 year high and prospects for first home buyers look bleak", Richard Capie, 
deputy executive of the Chartered Institute of Housing, recently said. "The deposit barrier has become 
a mountain that more and more potential home owners simply can't climb without help from mum 

and dad."

Landlord Question 

What happens when I have to take my Tenant to a County 
Court hearing? 

Think Property Answer 

The hearing usually takes place in a private room with the 
judge. Provided they are satisfied you have followed the 
correct legal process, possession should be awarded. 

If you are evicting your Tenant for a breach of tenancy such as 
rent arrears, damage, nuisance, the tenancy being granted for 
you were deceived a court hearing is mandatory. If you have 
relied on the Section 21 Notice and been notified of a court 
hearing, it is more than likely there is a problem with your 
application or the Judge considers the tenant has a valid 
defence. You must check you application documents 
immediately. 

The Landlord or their legal representative must attend the 
possession hearing, irrespective of whether the Tenant attends 
or not. If you appoint a Solicitor, irrespective of what you are 
charged, a Judge will typically grant no more than £300 in 
costs. 

The law is very precise you will only obtain a possession order 
for a breach of tenancy once a Judge is satisfied that the 
breach is of such significance that it warrants the Tenant losing 
their home [possession of the dwelling]. 

As the claimant, the Landlord or their legal representative must 
ALWAYS attend the court. The process is not complicated and 
designed for Landlords to do themselves- who knows the facts 
about the Tenants conduct better than you do. 

Landlord Question 

How do I Apply for a Bailiff? 

Think Property Answer 

Only where the Landlord is in receipt of a possession notice 
and the Tenant has failed to moved out by the specified date 
can the Landlord apply to the courts to have County Court 
bailiffs instructed to evict them. (There is only one exception a 
Section 42 Notice) 

The Landlord should apply to the court to instruct court bailiffs 
to evict any Tenants who have failed to vacate the property 
within the time given to them by the court under the terms of a 
possession order, or if the tenant has failed to comply with the 
terms of a suspended possession order. It can also be used to 
instruct the court bailiff to recover any money owed by tenants. 
Once completed, this form must be sent to the relevant court 
together with the appropriate court fee. It is only suitable for 
claims within England & Wales.

Q. Help! I want to sell my flat, but I am advised 
that it will be difficult, because it “only” has 
70 years left on the lease! Obviously, I need to 
extend it, but the freeholder is asking a 
ridiculous amount. 

A. The reality is that it becomes increasingly 
difficult to sell leasehold properties, once the period remaining drops to 70 years or 
less. Why? Firstly, because they are obviously going to be less attractive to 
investors, and secondly, because mortgage companies aren’t overly keen on them 
either - so any prospective buyer will be advised to seek a lease extension if the 
term is approaching the 70 year mark. 

That said...under the Leasehold Reform, Housing and Urban Development Act 
1993, you do have the statutory right to have your lease extended by up to 90 years 
- as long as you have already held it for a minimum of 2 years. The freeholder 
cannot deny you this right. However, they are entitled to make a “reasonable” 
charge for the extension - basically as compensation for having to wait an extra 90 
years to get their property back. Under the Act, that charge is determined by 
tribunal. 

When applying for an extension, it’s best to do it sooner rather than later, since the 
longer you leave it, the more expensive it gets. The really critical moment is when 
the unexpired term falls below 80 years, at which point (in addition to the 
compensation already mentioned) you also become liable to pay so-called 
“Marriage Value” - i.e. 50% of the notional increase in the flat’s market value that 
results from the extension itself. 

Sometimes, it may be possible to arrive at an informal agreement with the 
freeholder. In your case, however, it sounds as though you probably have no choice 
other than recourse to the Act. Not surprisingly, this is a complex process - so the 
essential first step is to seek proper professional advice from a solicitor or surveyor 
that belongs to the Association of Leasehold Enfranchisement Practitioners (ALEP). 
They are the real experts. Nevertheless, ultimately, you will have to reconcile 
yourself to paying a not insignificant amount of money for your lease extension. I’m 
afraid that’s just the way it is.

Hard shoulder risk 



HARD shoulders of busy 
roads continue to be one of 
the most dangerous places 
for motorists to have a 
breakdown. 

While current statistics 
indicate that the message is 
getting across and the num¬ 
ber of casualties at the road¬ 
side decreasing, more than 
1,500 people are killed and 
injured each year on the 
hard shoulder. 

Many people continue to 
be unaware of the risks of 
being on the hard shoulder 
of a busy road or motorway, 
either in a car or on foot. 

This is a particular issue for 
the vehicle recovery organi¬ 
sations, as Nigel 
Charlesworth from Green 
Flag explains: “When people 
tell us they have broken 
down, we aim to them as 
quickly as possible. In fact 
our priority is to get the pas¬ 
sengers and vehicle off the 
hard shoulder and to a safe 
location. Only when every¬ 
one is safe will we attempt 
any repair.” 

National road safety charity 
chief executive, Mary 
Williams, said: “Every death 
on the hard shoulder is one 
too many. Anyone who 
breaks down on a hard 
shoulder is in a very vulnera¬ 
ble situation and it is vital 
that they follow essential 
advice to reduce the risk of 
them being hurt.” 

The Highway Code stipu¬ 


lates that you must not stop 
on the carriageway, hard 
shoulder, slip road, central 
reservation or verge except 
in an emergency, or when 
told to do so by the police, 
an emergency sign or by 
flashing red light. 

Common reasons for 
motorists stopping on haz¬ 
ardous positions include 
checking their map, using a 
mobile phone or visiting the 
toilet. Each of these actions 
could result in the police 
issuing a penalty. In January, 
Warwickshire Central 
Motorway Police fined 
Rachel Farthing from 
Leicestershire £30 after she 
stopped on the hard shoul¬ 
der to ask directions. 

If you do have to use the 
hard shoulder, remember to: 


■ Park as close to the left 
as possible and try to stop 
near an emergency phone if 
possible. 

■ Stop with your steering 
wheel turned to the left, 
away from passing traffic. 

■ Put on the hazard warn¬ 
ing lights to ensure other dri¬ 
vers know you are there 

■ Do not remain inside the 
vehicle, instead get out by 
the left-hand side passenger 
doors and wait on the verge 
away from the traffic. Stand 
behind barriers for added 
protection. 

■ Never attempt repairs 
on the hard shoulder. If you 
feel you can repair the vehi¬ 
cle, pull off the motorway 
into a service area before 
attempting to do so.

Citroen keep it in the family 



S TEP forward my wife Katie and 
our two daughters Ellie who is 
nine and Amy who is four. All 
three have developed an extremely 
acute perspective on what they like 
and don’t like about modern cars. 

Both girls are picked up every day 
from school with snacks and (hope¬ 
fully healthy) treats, so reduce the 
interior of any school run transport to 
that of an urban bus shelter within 
minutes. Crushed crisps, sticky fin¬ 
germarks and soft drink spillages are 
par for the course. In vain, I’ve asked 
my wife to stick to fruit - but that’s 
another story. So what have we all 
thought of this Citroen? 

Well, the first thing to say is that the 
very fact that all four of us have been 
able to sit inside the Cl in relative 
comfort says a lot about the kind of 
space the designers have managed 
to shoe-horn into this little car. I mean 
it’s 23cms shorter than a MINI and 
we’d never have all of us fitted in one 
of those. Ok, you wouldn’t want to 
put two adults in the back for any 
length of time, but it’s fine for the 
kids. For little ones, we’ve found it 
helps that the windowline is low: 
being able to see out more easily is 
really useful when it comes to reduc¬ 
ing travel sickness. 

In fact, we’ve decided that this 
would make an ideal first car for 
when our daughter Ellie starts to 
drive. It’s safe after all - up to four 
airbags, plus anti-lock brakes and 
reinforced doors - and with 68bhp in 
this 1.0-litre petrol version, perky 
enough to nip in and out of traffic. 
The stats say it’ll do sixty from rest in 


13.7s but it feels quicker than that 
and there’s a lovely, rorty engine note. 

One of the things my wife Katie has 
particularly noticed when she’s been 
driving it is that you don’t need to 
row the thing along with the gearlever 
either, which is really helpful around 
town. It pulls cleanly, even from low 
speeds in the higher gears. It’s also 
really easy to park in tight multi¬ 
storeys. Not only because it’s so 
small and the power steering’s so 
light but also because you can so 
easily see the extremities of the car. 

On school runs, we’ve found we 
can fit two fully-sized child seats on 
the rear seat and still leave plenty of 
room for colouring books or bags in 
the middle. And the isofix seatbelt fix¬ 
ings you get in the plusher Cl we 
tried are very useful, allowing you to 
just plug the seats in and not worry 
about using the car seatbelts. Saved 
us a lot of time and messing about 
that has. 

Our family has a nasty habit of clut¬ 
tering the car up with stuff. Receipts, 
old business cards, discarded lip¬ 
sticks, pens, toys, purses and so on. 
We’ve had this Cl for some time 
now and it’s been hit just as hard 
with all this paraphernalia but you 
wouldn’t know it. There are 12 differ¬ 
ent storage compartments around 
the cabin, and I reckon we must 
have used every one of them. 

At the wheel, everything feels pretty 
well built - the chunky switches are 
easy to find and there are some nice 
touches too. The way the translucent 
part of the centre dash panel lights 
up at night. The cute design of the 


rev counter that sprouts on top of the 
speedo. 

I reckon that Citroen have been 
regaining their reputation for bold and 
exciting interiors recently and this car 
certainly continues that trend. 
Headroom inside the car isn’t at all 
bad, and we’ve had passengers 
inside that are well over six feet tall. 
The big glass area also I think gives 
an airy feel to the cabin. Citycars 
used to be nasty things to have to 
spend more than short journeys in 
but these days, that’s changing, at 
least in this case. Even in a car this 
small, you get decent elbow room, 
the steering wheel adjusts up and 
down and there’s enough fore/aft 
adjustment in the front seats for even 
the most portly people. 

And the boot? Well, though the 
good looking glass tailgate doesn’t 
open down to bumper level like a 
conventional rear hatch, it does open 
up to give you 139-litres of space 
which you can extend to 751 -litres 
by flattening the rear seats. 

Safety-wise, you get the twin front 
airbags and ABS I mentioned earlier, 
plus plusher versions like this one get 
lateral bags as well. What’s more, this 
Citroen’s also well equipped to avoid 
a fender bender in the first instance 
with electronic brakeforce distribution 
(that makes your anchors more effec¬ 
tive in any emergency) and corner 
stability control (to help you out if 
you’re running late for the school play 
and enter a bend too fast). 

The Cl has also been designed to 
limit the consequences of a pedestri¬ 
an impact - which I think is really sen¬ 


sible for a car that will probably 
spend most of its life clocking up 
miles around town. At the front end, 
there are no sharp edges and the 
impact absorbers you can’t see 
behind this curvy bodywork also help 
to limit leg injuries. There’s also plenty 
of clearance between the impact 
absorbing bonnet and the top of the 
engine, which means that shock is 
dissipated without coming into con¬ 
tact with anything hard. 

And running costs? Well, I’m told 
that at only 22 pence per mile over a 
typical three year ownership period, 
an entry-level Cl 1.0-litre is one of 
the least expensive cars it’s possible 
to run. The petrol model we tried 
averages over 50mpg even around 
town, a return that rises to an extra 


urban figure of 72.4mpg if you 
include some open road work. 

The diesel model’s extra urban fig¬ 
ure is even more impressive - at 
83.1 mpg. 

So what has our family discovered 
about this Cl ? That it’s a resound¬ 
ingly sensible choice for so many 
families like us, particularly as a sec¬ 
ond or third car. That’s because it 
does all the things a small but spa¬ 
cious little runabout should do and it 
does them well. The driving experi¬ 
ence is good, there’s plenty of space 
inside, it’s solidly build and the 1.0- 
litre petrol engine that most choose 
delivers startling economy. Now all 
I’ve got to do is to clear out all those 
crushed crisps and sweet wrappers 
before Citroen come to collect it..

Surveyor 

Surveying the scene 


GET involved in buildings without 
getting your hands dirty, or even lay¬ 
ing a brick. 

Surveyors are the financial consul¬ 
tants to the construction industry. 
Their role is to stop the costs of build¬ 
ings going too high, and sort out all of 
the legal stuff to do with construction 
contracts. 

You ’ll find yourself working closely 
with architects, construction engi¬ 
neers and other people within the 
construction industry, so if you ’re nat¬ 
urally good with people you should 
excel. 

In a nutshell, if you ’re a surveyor 
you’ll divide your time between 
marching around building sites mak¬ 
ing calculations and sitting at your 
desk researching old deeds and other 
legal documents for the reports. 

A career in surveying might also suit 
you if you ’re power hungry. You don’t 
quite plot world domination, but you 


are the people who give the go-ahead 
on a building project before construc¬ 
tion and then monitor the building’s 
progress. You’ll need to be good at 
maths too -part of the job is to calcu¬ 
late the types and quantities of materi¬ 
als and the cost of time and labour that 
a project will need. 

And even more maths is needed 
when it’s all finished, as quantity sur¬ 
veyors are there measuring and cal¬ 
culating again for evaluation reports. 

How to get involved? You can enter 
at various levels. The people you 
sometimes see messing around with 
tripod cameras and bright yellow 
jackets are quantity surveyor techni¬ 
cians. 

These provide back-up to surveyors 
and can train to become a fully regis¬ 
tered surveyors. 

You can also study at university to 
become a practising quantity survey¬ 
or.

Green then pulled off an excellent 
stop from Suarez in the second half 
as the sides exchanged chances, 
with Frederic Piquionne going close 
at the other end. 

The Reds did pull a goal back with 
six minutes to go as the Uruguayan 
Suarez crossed for ex-Hammer Glen 
Johnson to tap home from close 
range. 


But the two-goal advantage and 
the win was sealed in the first 
minute of added on time as substi¬ 
tute Carlton Cole raced through and 
fired beyond Reina.
